The House Com mittee Is Just Waiting 
for Information, 8o That It May 
Know W hat It Is Doing. 


Washington, May 18.—(Special.)—Messrs. 
Clark Howell and Jack Spalding find they 
have a much harder job on their hands than 
they had anticipated in collecting data for 
the appropriation committee to be used in 
the preparation of a repor* on the Livings- 
ton bill providing for a government build- 
ing and exhibit at the Atlanta cxposition. 
The committee has called upon them to 
wollect estimates of every possible expendi- 
ture. Through Mr. Bickford -they have 
wired to Chicago architects to get bids for 
removing the government building to At- 
ianta. They have aiso wired to President 
Collier at Atlanta to send them a detailed 
statement of the amount of money the 
exposition company expects to expend and 
in what way it will be expended. In making 
up their estimates the committee has called 
upon them to give every detail and until 
this is done there will be no report. It is no 
easy undertaking. It will necessitate their 
remaining in Washington for some days 
yet. Another meeting of the committee has 
been called for Monday, when they will 
again appear before it. Men have been 
detailed from the various departments to 
assist them. The committee is anxious to 
rush the work in order to get the bill into 
the house and have it acted upon before 
the tariff bill comes back from the senate. 


The building and the exhibit seem to be 


assured. 
No Work, No Pay. 

The legislative appropriation bill was 
taken up in the house today. An amendment 
was offered to it repealing the law which 
provides for the docking of members’ sal- 
zries for absence from the sessions of 
the house. The chances are that it will be 
adopted unless it is ruled out on a point of 
order. Tom Reed and all the republicans, 
as well as many democrats, are working in- 
dustriously for its repeal. As a matter of 
fact, it hurts the average member se- 
riously to give up $14 for every day he 
happens to be absent from the house.

Whitney Makes Denial. 

The senate bribery investigation commit- 
tee meets tomorrow to organize. On Monday 
it will commence examining the witnesses 
und will proceed to hold sessions each day 
uniil its labors are concluded. The com- 
w.ittee is composed of the very best men 
‘mn the senate, but, as it has no authority 
io compel witnesses to testify, it will hardly 
develop much. The supreme court decided 
in the Hallett Kilbourne case that congress 
eannot compel a witness to disclose pri- 
vate transactions or exhibit private books. 
that witnesses who do not 
care iv testify cannot be forced to. Ex- 
Secretary Whitney has already testified 
through the newspapers that the sugar trust 
contributed nothing to the democratic cam- 
paign fund. It. is, therefore, not probable 
that the committee will develop any evi- 
dence showing that the sugar trust has un- 
duly intluenced congress in preparing the 
tariff bill. Indeed, it is not probable that 
the committee will get anything substanti- 
ating general gossip about influences which 
have been exerted upon senators in fixing 
the tariff bill. And it is a practical certain- 
that senator will be convicted of 
apeculiating upon advance information. 

Mr. Cleveland at Sea. 

Cuxey, Browne and the other common: 
Wealers Wili probably be sentenced tomor- 
row. Their sentence has been delayed and 
the business of the police court has been ab- 
soluteiv stopped for two days on account 
of Mr. Cleveland’s absence. The term of 
judge Thomas H. Miller, of the povlice 
expired Tuesday. He was renomi- 
last week and the senate ccn- 
firmed him Monday, but on account of Mr. 
Cleveland’s absence he was not com- 
missioned and the judgeship became vacant. 
Private Secretary Thurber attempted to 
reach Mr. Cleveland, but failed until yes- 
terday when a special messenger with a 
blenk commission reached him «at Hatter- 
as. Today the messenger returned with 
Judge Miller’s commission and now the bus- 
iness of the court can go on. 

Queer Time to Be Away. 

Mr. Cieveland is said to be having good 
luck on his fishing trip and has iecided not 
to return until about Wednesday of next 
week. Some democrats here cre criticising 
hiin for being absent at this time, when 
the party occupies a critical position. They 
say he could be influential in forcing early 
auction by the senate on the tariff. His suc- 
cess in forcing action upon the repeal of 
the Sherman law causes every one to 
believe that had he exerted himself in the 
tariff fight the bill would have been a law 
by now. They think that he should quiet- 
ly take a hand in it now and are hopeful 
that he will return early and do so. 

Hard to Get Facts. 
- If that drag net resolution passed by the 
Senate yesterday, providing for investigat- 
ing everything connected-with the formation 
of the tariff bill, the influences brought to 
bear upon senators, and the charges that 
Senators have been speculating in articles 
affected by it, particularly sugar stock, 
cou... be carried out to the tetter and all 
the facts brought out, there would be the 
sreatest sensation of many years. 

As a matter of fact charges of bribery are 
absurd, but if the truth was brought out, 
it would possibly be found that many sen- 
ators and their friends have used advance 
information for speculative purposes. This 
is, of course, no crime. It is, however, con- 
sidered improper, though such things have 
been going om since the foundation of gov- 
ernment, and will always go on. 

As to the sugar trust influencing the pre- 
Paration of the bill there can be no doubt, 
Still no proof of it can be gotten. The sugar 
trust is perhaps the richest corporation in 
this country. Its influence extends in ev- 
ery direction. It has the power to make 
Public men or to destroy them. Its officers

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are among the shrewdest men in the coun- 
try. Naturally they have wielded an influ- 
ence over many senators, and through them 
have forced a augar schedule that protects 
the trust. Just how this has been done in 
each individual case can better be imagined 
than described. There are many influences 
which corporations can bring upon states- 
men. 
May Hasten a Vote. 

But outside of what the investigating 
committee will develop, the passage of the 
Lodge resolution, and the appointment of 
the investigating commitjee will have a good 
effect in hastening action upon the tariff 
bui. The senators of both parties are be- 
ginning to realize that the country demands 
and will have definite action of some kind 
upon the tariff schedules. The business in- 
terests want to know just what tariff sched- 
ules they are to have. They want the new 
schedules or else they want to know that 
the present ones are to be continued. 

This pressure is so great that senators of 
both parties are beginning to realize that a 
final vote must soon be had and the Dill 
either passed or defeated. 

Senator Faulkner told me today that he 
believed the bill would soon be passed by 
the senate in its present shape, and he did 
not look for many changes in the confer- 
ence committee. He believed it would pass 
the senate before the 15th of June. 

Members of the house wil] make a hard 
fight in the conference committee against 
the bill in its present shape. Some of them 
Say they would prefer no bill rather than 
See the senate bill become a law. All of 
them oppose the senate bill, but the majori- 
ty would infin.cely prefer that to nothing. 
it is a considerable reduction from the Mce- 
Kinley law, but the duties are much higher 
than in the original Wilson bill. 

Whatever is passed predictions are freely 
being made now that a new tariff law will 
be on the statute books before July 15th. 
Members of both houses are growing eager 
to get away. They want to enter the cam- 
paigns in their respective States, which 
they cannot do until congress adjourns. 
Therefore they are eager for action and will 
insist upon it. They are rapidly getting to 
that Stage of eagerness to get away which 
will cause them to run rough shod over 
the few men’who are seeking to delay ac- 


tion.

A OOD DAY’S WORK. 


The Senate Made Fine Progress 
the Tariff Bill. 

Washington, May 18.—A very satisfactory 
rate of progression on the tariff bill was 
Struck in the senate today and was kept 
up from noon until the hour of adjourn- 
ment. The dozen items that had been 
left on schedule A, chemicals, oils and 
paints, on Thursday evening were disposed 
of and schedule B, earths, earthenware 
and glassware, was taken up and = pro- 
ceeded with to its close. The next sched- 
ule is metals and manufactures of iron 
and steel. 

The resolution for the daily meeting of 
the senate at 10 o’clock a. m. and for the 
taking up of the tariff bill at 10:20 o’ clock 
was agreed to, after a good deal of discus- 
Sion, in which Frye, republican of Maine, 
said that, in his opinion, all parliamentary 
methods should be resorted to to defeat 
the measure, but he had not been able to 
get the republican side of the senate to 
take the same view. 

Mr. Dolph professed his readiness to unite 
with the senator from Maine. 

Mr, Allison.denied the existence of any 
understanding on the republican side as 
to action on the bill and said that senators 
would act on their individual judgments. 

And Mr. Chandler, republican of New 
Hampshire, warned democratic senators 
not to act on the theory that there would 
be filibustering on the bill. The question 
was an open one, It had not been decided 
and it was not likely to be decided until 
there had been the fullest possible debate 
on the bill. Then, he took it, it would be 
decided. 

Mr. Aldrich made a statement fortified by 
tables showing that some $38,500,000 reduc- 
tion of revenue had been made in this bil] 
on matters of luxury, such as fine hosiery, 
wine, bandy, gin, whisky, cordials, ab- 
sinthe, vermouth and diamonds and a tax 
of $52,000,000 imposed on sugar. He gid not 
understand on what principle the bill was 
made up in that way. 

Mr, Vest, a member of the finance com- 
mittee, replied to what he called the ‘‘fal- 
lacies’’ put forward by Mr. Aldrich. The 
articles which he referred to and on 
which duties were reduced were those of 
minimized importation. They were “in- 
sectivorous matters.”’ The senator, he 
said, had but a poor opinion of the intelli- 
gence of the American people if he thought 
that “such humbug and rot” would go down 
with them for legitimate arguments. The 
finance committee, Mr. Vest said, had en- 
deavored to decrease the duties on luxuries 
and on necessities. They had endeavored 
to make a general reduction so that the 
living expenses of the peopie might be 
decreased. They could not hope by a tariff 
bill to put up the prices of agricultural! 
products. The gold standard, the demone- 
tization of silver and the destruction of 
foreign markets for American agricultural 
products had brought the farmers of the 
west down to a point that he was a fortu- 
nate individual who could keep his farm 
from failing into the hands of trust 
companies vor banks. The principle on 
which he himself had acted was to make 
more margins abroad for American agri- 
cultural products. But if the farmer could 
not be relieved in that or any other way, 
then he should be allowed to buy in the 
cheapest market, as he had to sell in the 
cheapest market. 

“In this hour of great financial de- 
pression,’’ Mr. Vest continued, ‘“‘let our 
brethren of the manufacturing states of tthe 
northeast bear their share of the misfortune 
that has come to the whole country. But 
instead of that we hear continually the cry 
of ‘the daughters of the horse-leech’ give, 
give, give! no reduction of duties. Let 
wheat zo down to 30 cents a bushel at the 
railroad station; let all the productions of 
the manufacturer be minimized to the low- 
est possible prices. But the manufacturers, 
sacred as the white elephant of Siam, are 
not to be touched as to one single duty.” 

When the items as to marble, stone and 
slate were reached, Mr. Hoar inquired as to 
the distinction made between granite, a 
New England product, and marble, largely 
a product of Tennessee, the latter having a 
specific rate of duty and the former an ad 
valorem rate. 

An explanation was made by Mr. Jones, 
democrat, of Arkansas, a member of the 
finance committee, and the discussion was 
joined in by Mr. Hale and Mr, Frye, of 
Maine; Mr. Hoar, of Massachusetts, and 
Mr. Morrili, of Vermont. Mr. Jones assumed 
that the question was raised to create the 
idea that the senator from Tennessee (Mr. 
Harris) had unduly influenced the finance 
committee, but the fault was in the Dill 
when it came from the house. The duty 
on marble was specific and on granite ad 
valorem. He added that the two senators 
from Vermont—Mr. Morrill and Mr. Proctor 
_-haG advocated in the committe high rates 
of duty on marble. The rates were fixed 
as follows: On marble, in block, rough or 
squared, only 60 cents. per cubic foot; on 
marble, sawed or dressed, 85 cents per cubic 
foot; on manufactures of marble, onyx or 
alabaster, 45 per cent ad valorem. 

When the metal schedule was reached the 
bill went over for the day and the senate 
at 6 o’clock p. Mm. adjourned.

WHERE OATES WAS STRONG 


We Ran Better in Kolb Counties Than 
in the Others, 

Montgomery, Ala., May 18.—(Special.)— 
Since the returns from the county conven- 
tions have come in, some interesting com- 
parisons are noted by the long-headed dem- 
ocrats of the state. For instance, the official 
and accepted returns of the state election 
of 1882, show that Captain Kolb’s ticket 
carried thirty-seven of the sixty-six coun- 
ties in the state, the total majorities in 
these counties being 25,824. 

In the primaries of May 12th, twelve of 
these thirty-seven counties instructed for 
Captain Johnston, twenty-four instructed 
for Golonel Oates or prorated, and one, Lee 
county, is in doubt. The twelve Kolb coun- 
ties which instructed for Johnston gave 
Kolb’s ticket in 1892 a majority of 5,507. The 
twenty-four Kolb counties which went for 
Oates or prorated, gave Kolb 20,128 majori- 
ty. A Selma politician takes The Advertis- 
er’'s claims and shows that the counties 
giving Oates all or a majority of delegates 
in the last state élection, gave Kolb 1,960 
votes over Governor Jones, whereas the 
Johnston counties gave Jones 4,800 majority, 
Lee not counted, over Kolb. Captain John- 
ston’s friends are using these facts to show 
the difference for democracy in the voting 
strength of the two. In the last state elec- 
tion, Colonel Oates’s home county, Henry, 
gave Captain Kolb a majority of 1,514. Cap- 
tain Johnston's county, Jefferson, gave the 
democratic nominee the handsome majority 
of 3,478 in the same election. 

The claim -made in some quarters that 
it was known from Sunday that the result 
was defeat for Johnston is all rot. It was 
impossible to know that Oates had more 
than 253 votes. By their own figures he has 
not many to spare now. Lee is to be con- 
tested and perhaps there will be other con- 
tests. Limestone county did not act until 
Tuesday. Limestone’s seven and Lee’s con- 
tested ten amount to as much, if not more, 
than the Oates men are now claiming as 
his majority.

There is still 
another charge, of falsely certifying checks 
on which Spurr is to be tried.

O'ii1ien, Once a Prominent Man, One 
of the Parties, 

Chattanooga, Tenn., May 18.—(Special.)— 

M. J. O’Brien, who has obtained national 


note as the defaulting supreme treasurer of- 


the Catholic Knights of America, and J. W. 
Kelly, Chattanooga’s oldest wholesale 
liquor dealer, were each fined in the re- 
corder’s court today for the aggravated 
disturbance of the public peace. O’Brien, 
who was once a leading wholesale grocer 
of this city, now keeps a bar as agent, and 
it was in this place that'a dispute arose 
over the price of the liquor sold by Kelly. 
Major O’Brien passed the lie and Kelly 
dashed a glass at his head. A running 
fight with beer bottles began, until the bar- 
room looked like a tornado had struck it. 
Kelly was struck with a bottle and both 
men were arrested. The incident excited 
much scandal. Kelly is quite prominent. 


The Application Not Heard. 

Cincinnati, O., May 18.—It was expected

GALE ON THE LAKE. 


Qne Hundred Thousand People Crowd the 
Store to Look On. 


VESSEL AFTER VESSEL I$ WRECKED 


Lumber Laden Schooners Run Rap. 
id]y Upon the Breakwater. 


CREWS HAVE NARROW ESCAPES 


The Storm Claims Many Victims, ‘orIt I 
One ofthe Most Terrible Ever 
Sen on Lake Michigan. 


Chicago, May 18.—Lake Michigan has not 
been lashed and churned for months as 
she was today by the flerce wind that has 
been sweeping down from the north for 
the past thirty-six hours. Late tonight it 
is believed that twelve or fifteen lives 
have been lost along the shore off this city 
and its suburbs. The only other ruiat re- 
porting loss of life is Milwaukee, where 
six of the schooner Cummings’ (rew yere 
drowned this afternoon before they could 
be rescued by the life saving «rew. Half 
a dozen schooners and smaller craft have 
foundered off this city during she day. A 
score or more are dismantled and gtuve 
in, making an almost hopeless fight against 
the gale and the huge waves that every few 
minutes sweep over them, erdangerinz the 
lives of those who are still on boacl. It 
has been a day of heroic effort and yreat 
suffering for the life saving crews scCui- 
tered aiong the shcre. At least thir-y ves- 
sels are anchored outside the harbor wuit- 
ing for the storm to subside. All are more 
or less damaged and the signals of distress 
that have appeared among them from time 
to time during the day have kept the life 
savers busy. ‘twenty-five or ihirty nen 
have been brought in all exhausted and 
suffering intensely from the exposure end 
cold. In several cases help arrived too 
late and a corpse was found among the 
unconscious sailors, who, benumbed by ihe 
cold and unable to protect themselv2s, 
were almost beaten to death by tne *u ius 
waves. 

The schooner leaned over on her side, 
heaving in the trough of the sea, while 
wave after wave swept over her. The life- 
saving crew was busy a mile away and 
could give no assistance. Nine officers with 
plenty of ropes were on the shore, but 
having no rockets with which ® cast their 
lines they could not helped the doomed 
sailors. The captain, whose name is Warn- 
er, was the first to go. A huge wave swept 
him overboard and he was not seen again. 
The men then took refuge in the cabin on 
the main deck. The schooner had drifted 
to Thirty-fourth street when her main mast 
was carried away, taking with it as it fell 
one side of the cabin. 


washed “Overboard one by ‘ofie, fm full view 
of the thousands on the shore, until but one 
was left. He took off his clothes during a 
lull in the storm and jumped overboard 
striking out for the shore. He had gone 
but a few yards, however, when he was 
carried under by the waves and did not re- 
appear. Soon after her decks had been 
swept clear of this human freight, the 
schooner foundered 200 feet off Twenty-fifth 
street. 
Jumped for Their Lives. 

A few minutes later the _ three-master, 
Evening Star, of this city, parted her 
chains and made for the shore like a rock- 
et. She struck the heavy piling of the 
breakwater and her timbers crashed in as 
though they were egg shells. As the ves- 
sel struck, the six sailors aboard jumped for 
their lives. Five landed on a pile of scrap 
iron, going down on all-fours, but the sixth, 
a Norwegian named Olsen, missed land by a 
couple of feet and went down into the 
waves. The cheers that had broken from 
thousands of spectators turned into a groan 
as the man disappeared from view. The 
next moment a _ succession of monster 
waves had cleaned the deck of thousands 
of pine planks which covered the surface of 
the water and made any attempt to iescue 
the unfortunate men impossible. 

Hardly had she struck when there was a 
shout from the throng of excited onlookers, 
and it was seen that another three-masted 
schooner had parted her ropes and was com- 
ing ashore. This was the Jack Thompson, 
also lumber laden. She followed the path 
of the Star and came head-first on the pre- 
vious unfortunate. The shock precipitated 
into the water the heavy timber on the 
starboard side, and upon which the five 
members of the crew were standing. Four 
of them clung to the big plank to which 
they held like grim death, meanwhile yell- 
ing at the top of their voices for help. The 
fifth man could not be seen for a moment, 


but was finally discovered hanging by one 
hand to a spar a couple of nundred yards 
north. By this time the life toat had ar- 
rived from Jackson park, but it was evi- 
dent.that any attempt to launch it would 
only result in its being crushed to pieces, 
and the crew turned their attention to the 
rescue of the men in the water. Several 
unsuccessful efforts to cast lines were made, 
but finally a rocket was thrown across the 
raft and caught by one of the sailors. The 
throng held its breath as the :ope was 
slowly drawn in, for it seemed as though 
every wave would wash the unfortunates 
back into the water. 

In the meantime another member of the 
crew had been — into a pier abutting 
Twenty-second street, where he managed to 
cling to the piling, and was pulled up by 
some of the spectators. 

Shortly after 6 o’clock the two-master, 
Murphy, lumber laden, came ashore, within 
fifty yards of the Thompson. She was 
driven so close to land that the crew had 
little difficulty in iumping ashore. 

The waves swept the decks of all three 
vessels clean and within an hour the beach 
for a couple of miles was strewn with lum- 
ber. The Evening Star and the Thompson 
are breaking up tonight. 

Thousands of Spectators. 

Shortly after 6 o’clock another big three- 
masted schooner, which had been riding at 
anchor about a mile out, parted her chains, 
and commenced to come for the shore at 
Twenty-ninth street. By this time fully a 
hundred thousand men and children lined 
the lake front for a distance of a mile and 
tens of thousands more occupied the win- 
dows and roofs of the private residences 
and flat buildings that command a view of 
the lake. A babel of voices mingled with 
the shrieking of the wind and the roar of 
the waves as the schooner came nearer and 
nearer the shore. Darkness was coming 
on, but it was seen that eight men were 
clinging to the rigging. For a moment. 
when the vessel was a few hundred yards 
from the shore, it seemed as though her 
anchor had found an abiding place, but a 
moment later a wave bigger than all the 
rest came sweeping down from the north- 
west and upon its crest the boat was car- 
ried on to the piling. She rebounded like 
a rubber ball, while another wave 
sweeping over the rigging. 

In the meantime the life-saving crew, 
reinforced by half a dozen of their men, 
had made ready their lines. The first

When the eight men had been rescued, 
it was discovered that the ninth member of 
the crew was missing, and Peter Wright 
and Matthew Peterson, of the life-saving 
crew, volunteered to go to the vessel. They 
found the missing man pinned down in the 
forecastle by a pile of lumber, but just as 
they were about to extricate the body, the 
vessel made a lurch and they were washed 
into the water. Ropes had been fastened 
around their waists, and it was not until 
fifteen minutes later that, more dead than 
alive, the gallant men were brought to land. 
They were carried insensible to the private 
Office of Cook’s brewery, and were then 
taken home. Both were badly cut and 
bruised, and in addition suffered severely 
from internal cramps. The boat was the 
John Loomis McLaren, lumber carrier, of 
Chicago. 

At 9 o’clock, another of the lumber fleet, 
about two miles out, was throwing out dis- 
tress rockets, and wus apparently coming 
ashore. About the same time the schooner, 
Myrtle, was seen drifting ashore, near 
Twenty-ninth street. Six half-frozen 
men were clinging to the rigging 
with the desperation onlv the close ap- 
proach of death can give. 

All night the storm has not abated, and 
every hour increases the peril of those on 
board the numerous vessels outside the 
harbor. They are pulling at their anchors 
and are in imminent danger of being brought 
into contact with other vessels or of being 
pounded to pieces on the beach. 

Work of the Life Savers. 


Forty lives were saved by the crew of the 
life-saving boats and the tugs of the Chi- 
cago companies during the day. Twenty- 
two of these lives were saved from a wa- 
tery grave by the crew from the life-saving 
Station at the Randolph street viaduct. 
Only two of the regular crew were ayail- 
able for work in the morning and the 
other five members of the brave crew were 
made up from volunteers among seamen 
and others who happened to be in the 
neighborhood of the station. The first act 
was *to rescue from the south pier twelve 
men who had been in a perilous position 
all night. They had gone to the pier for 
fishing during the day. The only man 
drowned was Thomas Kelso, a tailor, who 
had been fishing for pleasure. 

Scenes of horror that chilled the blood of 
thousands of spectators were watched in 
the harbor for two miles below the Illinois 
Central depot in tne early evening. As the 
storm increased in violence during the af- 
ternoon, the waves grew mountain high, 
dashing over the breakwater, deluging the 
tracks and enveloping the passing trains 
with torrents of spray. Out in the harbor, 
a dozen three-masted schooners, heavily 
laden with lumber from Michigan, were rid- 
ing at anchor. A few minutes after 4 
o’clock three of the number hoisted signals 
of distress and citizens on shore telephoned 
to the police and fire departments as well as 


Teun Lives Lost in Ohio—Great Damage 
to Property. 

Washington, March 18.—Severe storms 
yesterday visited Massillon, Cleveland and 
Alliance, O.; Decatur, Ill.; Indianapolis 
and Patriot, Ind.; Bloomington, Ill; Kala- 
mazoo, Mich., and Wabash, Ind. 
Considerable damage was done to proper- 
ty, but no lives are reported lost. 

Much difficulty is experienced in getting 
full particulars of last night's cyclone 
between Kunkel and Montpelier, O., all 
modes of communication being itnerrupted, 
but from meager reports which have strag- 
glied in, it is already learned that ten 
persons met death and thirteen were in- 
jured and that much property was de- 
stroyed. The section devastated is about 
a quarter of a mile wide and six or seven 
miles in length. The’ great funnel-shapec 
cloud traveled in an irregular south- 
easterly course. 


CYCLONE IN AUGUSTA, 


The Tail End of the Storm Strikes 
the City. 

Augusta, Ga., May 18.—(Special.)—A terri- 
ble wind and rain storm came up at 3:30 
o’clock this afternoon. Augusta received the 
tail end of a cyclone. Two great clouds 
met over the city and immediately a storm 
burst. Broadway was swept as clean as a 
whistle. Trash and rubbish were rushed 
ahead of the wind with lightning speed. The 
first gust of wind shook large buildings and 
caused a stampede to the streets. 

The cyclone must have gotten in serious 
work somewhere near here, and news of 
frichtful disasters before morning are ex- 
pected. Three new frame buildings just com- 
pleted on Gwinnett street, near Woodlawn, 
by Mr. Davis, of Greenville, 5. C., were 
blown down. The roof of the Haines In- 
4 strial institute was lifted up. Mr. P. W. 
l.cDermid, of Gainesville, Ga., a visitor in 
the city, was knocked senseless by a fall- 
ing tree on upper Broadway. He was struck 
on the shoulder and buried beneath the limbs 
and leaves. He was fearfully bruised but 
is not supposed to have been seriously in- 
jured. The storm came from the southwest 
and traveled to the northeast. 

Heavy Rains in North Carolina. 

Raleigh, N. C., May 18.- (Special.)-—The 
drought which had been severe was broken 
today by the heaviest rain of the season. It 
began late this afternoon and has unques- 
tionably done damage to lands by washing. 
Three hailstorms swept over this section, 
each coming from different directions. Small 
grain is beaten down. The electric storms 
were severe. The rainfall in two hours was 
three inches.

Hamilton County's Juries Are Turning 
All the Prisoners Loose, 

Chattanooga, Tenn., May 18.—(Special.)—A 
verdict of acquittal was rendered today in 
the case of D. L. Cavender, a well-to-do 
farmer of Walker county, Georgia, after the 
jury had sat two days. Cavender and 
James Irvin, his hirded hand, were charged 
with barbarously murdering Roll Reed, a 
neighbor, on the Roosville road near this 
city, July 5, 189%. 

Irvin secured a continuation. More than 
one hundred witnesses ‘were called and Cav- 
ender was ably defended. The defense sought

to show that Irvin was the chief actor and 


that Cavender acted in self-defense. Reed 
was robbed by his murderers and the in- 
dignation almost resulted in the lynching of 
Cavender on ‘his being allowed to make 
bond. Great surprise was expressed and 
a scene caused in the courtroom by the ver- 
dict. 

Colonel Joe Clift, prosecuting attorney, 
was approached by old man Reed, father 
of the murdered man and evidently at his 
suggestion arose and said: 

“After such a verdict, I move that Irvin 
be dismissed without a trial.”’ 

Judge Moon resented the imputation and 
scored the attorney. who disclaimed that 
he questioned the jury’s sense of justice. 
Many hint that three straight acquittals 
during this court for the most brutal mur- 
ders of late years, is a direct license to 
Judge Lynch to ply his trade.

The Northern Assembly. 

Saratoga, May 18.—Dr. Joseph T. Smith 
read the report of the special committee on 
church unity. This is the committee which 
has been conducting negotiations with the 
Episcopalian church and other denomina- 
tions, looking to a reciprocity agreement be- 
tween all churches. Last year, the house 
of bishops sent a committee, headed by 
Bishop Cleveland Coxe, of western New 
York, which was received and proposed an 
amendment to the canon law of the Episco- 
palian church whereby all Presbyterian min- 
isters could be recognized by the Episcopal 
bishops as standing on the same basis of 
apostolic succession with htemselves. Noth- 
ing. has been heard of this proposal since, 
and Dr. Smith’s committee confined its re- 
commendation to a confederation of all 
the churches in the United States having a 
Presbyterian form of government.

Shut-downs of industrial concerns, restricted 
transportation operations and seizures by 
railroad companies of coal on track are in- 
creasing and large quantities of foreign 
coal have been engaged for delivery on the 
Atlantic seaboard. The number of idle men 
through strikes still remains at about 226,- 
000. 

“Trade is slow in all lines at Philadelphia 
and Balitimore, at neither of which is the 
trade for the near future encouraging, At 
the south such centers as Charleston, Nath- 
ville, Memphis, Atlanta, Birmingham, Mo- 
bile, New Orleans and Galveston report the 
jobbing trade practically at a standstill, 
there having been no improvement within 
a week, and a sluggish demand. At Au- 
gusta drugs are relatively most active: at 
Chattanooga sales of hardware are im- 
proved, and at Savannah naval stores are 
firmer and lighter.’’ 

Dun & Co.’s Report. 


R. G. Dun & Co.’s weekly review of trade 
tomorrow will say: ‘‘The obstacles to im- 
provement do not lessen. Yet the recupera- 
tive force of the country is so sreat that 
observers are constantly araazed «at the 
volume of business being transacted, the 
tonnage being transported, the number of 
works resuming operation and the general 
soundness of trade, notwithstanding influ- 
ences which in any other land would pro- 
duce dire disaster. 

“‘Some industries are clearly doing better. 
Among these are the boot and #hoe trade 
and women’s dress goods. Excessive siocks 
and low prices of cotton, a misfortune to 
growers, keep many mills in operation 
which would otherwise stop, but attempts 
to advance some kinds of goods have 
brought no better trade. , 

“So a real calamity, the long strike of 
the miners, results in_better prices for bes- 
semer iron, steel and many steel nroducts, 
and to iron making concerns of the east 
partly compensates for the overwhelming 
advantage which the Pittsburg and Ohio 
regions had secured in the fierce competi- 
tion for some months. Foundry and mill 
iron is in abundant supply, with little 
change in prices, and though the demand 
for finished goods is not large, firmer prices 
appear where there might be demoraliza- 
tion, if part of the works were not forced 
to close. At Chicago, also, the market has 
been the best for months, with structural 
iron and plates stiffer. At Pittsourg the 
demand has raised bessemer iron $ per ton, 
foundry coke, which sold at 90 cents, sells 
at $4; wire nails have advanced to $1,065, and 
there has been heavy pbpuying of kliack 
sheets and barbed wire. But it is feared 
that more of the mills must suspend if the 
strike ‘continues. The soundness of the 
commercial world is shown in the diminish- 
ing importance of failures, the liabilities re- 
ported for the second week of May amount- 
ing to only $1,937,538, of which $1,490,932 
were of trading and $432,606 of manufactur- 
ing concerns. 

The failures this week have been 220 in 
the United States, against 247 last year, and 
24 in Canada, against 14 last year.

“HE BROKE FAITH.

It Is Charged Directly That Mr. Atkin- 
son Made a Deal for Carroll. 


NOW THE TIMES QUITS HIS CAUSE 


He Could Not Deliver the Goods,lt Is 
Said, and the Carroliton Times 
Changes Its Policy: 


Carrollton, Ga., May 18.—(Special.)—The 
Carroll County Times this week comes 
out against W. Y. Atkinson, claiming that 
he broke faith in a trade. Following is what 


is said: 

“Some of Atkison’s organs and partisans 
seem to be greatly displeased because The 
Times has seen proper to publish some of 
their boss’s votes and acts. We admit that 
we agreed to support Mr. Atkinson, and 
gave as our reason that he was in our 
congressional and judicial districts; that 
he would be of benefit to Carroll. When we 
decided to support him it was upon one 
condition and one only. It was represented 
to us that it was necessary that Carroll 
should go for him if we ever expected 
Carroll to get anything. Also if Carroll 
would go for Mr. Atkinson, Coweta would 
go for Carroll. It was upon this that we 
finally agreed to support him. At the same 
time such trading was obnoxious to us, 
but knowing that modern politics demand- 
ed trades, we traded. After The Times 
came out endorsing Mr. Atkinson, we 
learned that such a trade would not re- 
ceive the endorsement of the man whom it 
was intended to help, and that he spurned 
all such trades with the contempt they de- 
served. After learning this, The Times for 
several issues did not contain a single 
line in reference to either candidate, and 
we intended to let the matter go by default. 
But when one of Coweta’s papers said that 
it was too early for Carroll to ask for office 
and the other paper sanctioned it by not 
saying yea or nay, we felt, under the cir- 
cumstances, that a sharp trick had been 
worked on us in order to give Mr. Atkinson 
Carroll county. 

‘We are now confident that Mr. Atkinson 
cannot control Carroll’s action either way; 
yet, we believe that pledges have been made 
with all other counties in the same manner 
as was represented to be made with Car- 
roll. 

“The action of Mr. Guinn, who visited 
this city recently, goes to confirm the belief 
that another trade was made which would 
put him in congress and Mr. Atkinson ,in 
the gubernatorial chair. Coweta has been 
buffeted about with other counties in this 
district to the injurv of as good a man 
as ever lived in Georgia, one whose narme 
tricksters are trying to use to get some- 
thing that their own ability will not give 
them. We believe that Mr. Atkinson knew 
of the proposition that had been made to 
us, and he has not the ability to deliver the 
goods that he has bargained because he 
has no goods to deliver. 

“For these reasons The Times changes. 
We were a party to that deal and if we 
could have been made to believe that Mr.

It was mid- 
night when the convention adjourned, and 
then the matter had not been completely 
disposed of. 

The convention was well attended th 
morning. 

The report of the special codmmittee ap- 
pointed at the last convention upon the re- 
vision of canon 1 of the constitution and 
canons was submitttd and upon motion it 
was referred to the committee on consti- 
tution and canons and ordered to be printed 
in the journal. 

The resolution of the committee on mis- 
sions, recommending the appropriation of 
$7,000 for missions during the year was 
taken up, and it was decided to appropriate 
definitely $5,000 for this purpose, it beiug 
understood that $2,000 more could he safely 
relied upon.

After the reading of the report the repre- 
sentatives of the various parishes were 
asked to make their contributions for the 
next year for this purpose and $4,503 was 
subscribed. Contributions were also made

sions. The bishop expressed himself as be- 
ing very grateful for these noble responses 
to the needs of the diocese. 

A resolution was introduced to have a 
suitable memorial to the late Rev. Cc. A. 
Apple, a former missionary of the diocese,

A public man is not bound to deny 
every false statement about him, but to 
make it a rule not to deny anything that 
appears in a newspaper is simply stupid 
egotism. Moreover, the men who make 
this rule do not live up to it. Senator 
Brice, it will be observed gets in his de- 
nial of a newspaper report while he is 
telling the corrspondent in the same 
breath that he never takes notice of 
such publications. 

If the Ohio senator imagines that he 
is of more importance than a good Lews- 
paper he is very much mistaken. The 
people can get along without senators, 
but they must have newspapers. 


Where Will It End? 

New Jersey has joined the states in 
which schoolbooks are purchased by the 
state for all school children. The Phila- 
delphia Press says: 

The measure is modeled on the law 
passed in Massachusetts in 1884, and adopted 
in this state a year ago. The larger New 
England and middle states are all commit- 
ted to this policy now, and it promises to 
become universal through the union, which 
will never be a civilized land until every 
child of school age is enrolled in schools 
lasting nine months of the Year, with 
schoolbooks provided at the public cost, a 
system of state examinations, permanent 
teachers, pensions and midday meals for 
children too poorly fed to study without 
them. ; 

Where is this thing going to end? 
Where will the line be drawn? If we 
are going to furnish all children with 
textbooks, give the teachers life posi- 
tions and pensions, and provide midday 
meals for school children who are poorly 
fed, at the expense of the state, why not 
swallow socialism at once and make the 


state furnish work to everybody and 


support the aged and disabled? 

Our Philadelphia contemporary justi- 
fies its position upon the ground that 
education makes a map a better citizen 
and tends to make him self-supporting. 
The same might be said of all useful 
trades and professions. Then, why not 
make the state teach and equip all ap- 
prentices to trades, and students in the 
professions, and feed them, and pension 
their instructors? Then, as the poor 
students and apprentices cannot go to 
their schools, shops and offices without 
clothes, is it not as much the duty of the 
state to clothe them as it is to furnish 
them food? 

It is about time to call a halt. 
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The Real Point of Difference. 

The Macon Telegraph, endorsing the 
silver resolutions of the Missouri demo- 
crats (which is a very long step for that 
paper to take), says thatthe real point 
of difference between those who endorse 
Mr. Cleveland’s policy and those who do 
not, is whether the two metals shall be 
of equal “intrinsic” value. The Tele- 
graph means, of course, exchangeable 
value, but it does not state the case 
fairly. ‘There is no difference among 
democrats as to the necessity of keeping 
both metals at a parity by means of a 
legal ratio, but there is a difference and 
avery wide difference as to whether this 
ratio shall be fixed by congress, or wheth- 
er the people of this country shall wait 
for England to give the word for an in- 
ternational agreement. 

There is every reason to believe that 
“international bimetallism” is simply a 
convenient phrase behind which the mo- 
nometallists hide their real views and 
intentions. Wall street and the east 
Swarm with this kind of bimetallists. 
John Sherman pretends to believe in 
international bimetallism, though he has 
been actively engaged since 1867 in 
trying to demonetize silver. 

The policy of the administration, which 
is the real bone of contention. is-to sub- 
ject our people to the miseries of gold 
monometallism until England shall feel 
inclined to call a monetary conference. 
There is no sort of hope for relief held 
out until the ruling class in England 
shall consent to perform the benevolent 
feat of surrendering a yearly income of 
five hundred millions of dollars to its 
debtors in various parts of the world. 


Congress has. the power te open the 
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| mints to the free coinage of silver tomor- 


row, and so adjust the ratio that the 
parity of the two metals will be main- 
tained. On the other hand, Mr. Cleve- 
land’s policy is to wait until foreign 
countries take the initiative, and right 
here is the only point of difference worth 
considering. Those who oppose Mr. 
Cleveland's policy do so on the broadest 
possible grounds, -namely, that this 
country has it in its power to give the 
people relief from a system that is not 
only starving out business and enterprise 
by means of money contraction, but is 
sending out our stock of gold moresrap- 
idly than free coinage at the old legal 
ratio could do.

No Politics in It. 


The Chicago Tribune allows political 
and sectional prejudices to influence it 
too much. The following editorial para- 
graph does not show the right spirit: 

Next year there 1s to be a cotton exposi- 
tion at Atlanta. This will be peculiarly a 
local show limited to one product, though 
an important one, of a comparatively small 
portion of the country. Prominent citizens 
of Atlanta, who were saying two years 
ago that it was unconstitutional to do any- 
thing for the international exposition, have 
gone to Washington for an appropriation, 
and southern members who voted against 
Chicago will vote for Atlanta. Their con- 
stitutional scruples have disappeared now 
that a home concern is to be helped. 

The Tribune ought to know that so 
far from being a local enterprise our 
exposition is international in its scope, 
and its main object is to bring about 
closer trade relations with the Spanish- 
American countries, thus opening new 
markets to our’ producers, merchants 
and manufacturers. Nor will it be lim- 
ited to one product. The exhibits will 
embrace everything of utility produced 
by the United States, Mexico, the West 
Indies, Central America and South 
America. The charge that prominent 
members of the Atlanta exposition com- 
mittee opposed a congressional appro- 
priation for the Chicago fair is utterly 
groundless, and was never heard of. be- 
fore. 

We do not believe that many republi- 
can newspapers will be as narrow and 
illiberal as the Chicago paper. Colonel 
Cockerill’s paper, The New York Morn- 
ing Advertiser, very properly forgets all 
about politics in discussing the exposi- 
tion. In advance of the visit of our com- 
mittee to Washington it said: 

It should not be necessary for the citl- 
zens of the south to expend much breath in 
soliciting aid from congress for the great 
southern exposition, which is to be held in 
Atlanta next fall. 

It is intended that this exposition shall 
embrace every kind of southern enterprise, 
every product of the soil ‘and resource of 
the earth. It will be a world’s fair on a 
somewhat subdued scale, and will benefit 
not the south alone, but the north and east, 
and in fact the whole country. It will be a 
national exposition held in the principal 
southern city, and it is as much the busi- 
ness of the government to help it as it was 
to help the world’s fair in Chicago. 

When the committee of citizens of At- 
lanta and other southern cities arrives in 
Washington it should be received by con- 
gress in a just and liberal spirit. 

This is the view for sensible Ameri- 
“ans to take of it. The exposition will 
benefit the north and west more than it 
will benefit the south for sometime to 
come, and a sectional attack upon it 
is foolish and unpatriotic. Politics should 


be a thing apart from business. 


A Well-Advertised Town. 


The town of Fulton, in Illinois, has of- 
fered Colonel Breckinridge $500 to deliv- 
er an oration on the Fourth of July. ,. 

Whether the colonel accepts the invita- 
tion or declines it, Fulton will get all the 
free advertising that it wants. The town 
will be talked about from Maine to 
Texas. 

But does such advertising pay? It is 
to be presumed that Fulton has churches 
and schools, wives, mothers and daugh- 
ters and a sprinkling of good men. What 
will the country think of a town whose 
leading citizens are backed by a public 
sentiment that makes it possible for them 
to invite a man like Colonel Breckinridge 
to be the orator of the day on our na- 
tional anniversary? In thus honoring a 
disgraced man Fulton is dishonored and 
disgraced. 


Why State Banks Are Needed. 


The Richmond Times hits the nail on 
the head when it says: 

It is all very well to tell a farmer of 
Wythe county that the New York banks 
are full of money, and that if he will carry 
them government bonds he can get all he 
wants. (It should be noted at this point 
that during a great part of the past twelve 
months they would lend on government 
bonds even to favorites only.) The Wythe 
county farmer replies that he has no gov- 
ernment bonds. He adds that he has 1,000 
acres of Diuegrass land and 500 head of fat 
cattle, but, says he, the New York banks 
will not lend me one cent un them. Nor will 
they. 

Now, can it be a wise system of govern- 
ment that frames its laws so that the New 
York banks shall have vaults bursting with 
currency, which they will not lend to this 
farmer, and which make it impossible for 
him and his neignbors to establish their 
own bank, whose notes will be entirely for 
their own convenience, that will let him 
have ail the accommodatious he needs on 
his fertile lands and fat cattle? 

We do not hesitate to say that the law 
which confines all the privileges of banking 
to the New York bankers and their aids and 


associates in the larger commercial cities,. 


and which denies to this Wythe county 
farmer all participation in the privileges 
and advantages of banking, is the curse 
of the American people today. 

Release credit from its fetters and allow 
all men to set up banks at their pleasure, 
under such restrictions as their states may 
impose, and then every man will have a 
place at which he can make his character 
and property count when he needs accom- 
modations, and all men will have equal 
opportunities in business. 

larmers and other real estate owners 
are financially outlawed under the na- 
tional banking system. There is no just 
reason why they should not have their 
local banks of issue under a system that 
will allow them to utilize their credit, and 
it is flagrantly unjust to have the gov- 
ernment maintain a banking system 
which limits the use of credit to the mer- 
chants, speculators and capitalists of 
our cities. 

This discrimination against farmers 
and other real estate owners will indefi- 
nitely postpone the development of the 
south, and this is precisely what the 
eastern gold bugs and manufacturers 
desire. Under the present financial sys- 
tem the farmers of the south and west 
cannot move their crops until New York 
is ready to aid them. They are reduced 
to a condition of financial serfdom, and 
prohibited from using their own credit. 

The most beneficial measure of finan- 
cial relief that could be enacted by con- 
gress would be the repeal of the 10 per 
cent tax on the circulation of state banks.

$50 a pound a few years ago, it has now 
become one of the cheap metals. La Na- 
ture, of Paris, says that attempts have been 
made to use it for bank bills and commercial 
paper, as thin sheets of it are lighter than 
the thicker varieties of paper. Possibly the 
near future may see our whole circulating 
medium—gold notes and ali—now made of 
paper that is easily soiled, easily destroyed, 
and readily capable of transmitting disease 
germs, made of aluminum sheets as thin as 
paper almost as light, not subject to tar- 
nishing or corrosion, non-combustible, and 
easily cleansed when soiled. A manufac- 
turer of artificial limbs in this city is now 
using aluminum for the construction of his 
goods, its ligntness and toughness being es- 
pecially valuable in this direction.

NEGRO MORM 


A Temple of Iniquity Raided by the Of- 
ficers Last Night. 


FIFTY _WORSHIPERS WERE ARRESTED 


The 


Station House Crowded to Over- 
flowing-The Church Is Located 
Near the Ball Ground. 


A colored Mormon temple was discovered 
mear the baseball grounds this morning 
about 1 o’clock, and the whole congrega- 
tion of worshipers, numbering about fifty, 
men and women, was brought to the sta- 
tion house and locked up. 

The service witnessed by the officers last 
night was blasphemy of the rankest type. 

They were found huddled together in two 
small rooms, belonging to a long tenement 
building on Jackson street, directly opposite 
the baseball grounds. 

The creed of this new sect dispenses with 
the rite of marriage, and the Bible is read 
at each service in order to impart a sanctity 
as it were, to the services. 

‘A large number of the negroes arrested 
this morning were married, but according 
to the law of the new church they were 
practically separated. 

In this “house of worship’ a number of 
small children were found, who were too 
young to participate in the services, but 
who were in a position to absorb the germs 
of depravity. 

It was about 1l o’clock when the infor- 
mation, on which the arrest was made, 
reached the station house. Captain Thomp- 
son, of the night watch, organized a force 
and started in the direction of the neigh- 
borhood. 

When the policemen arrived a strange 
noise of wild declamation proceeded from 
the interior of the room. The policemen 
were informed that the service had just 
commenced. It had been the custom of the 
negroes to meet every night during the 
week, to the disturbance of the whole sur- 
rounding neighborhood. 

A Bible was among the effects seized by 
the officers. In the close neighborhood of 
this sacred book was an empty bucket which 
Savored strongly of whisky. 

The negroes were greatly astonished on 
seeing the officers and immediately set up a 
wild, heathenish yell. In the meantime the 
nearest telephone was used and three patrol 
wagons started for the scene of the mid- 
night disturbance. All of the negroes, with 
the exception of the small children, were 
arrested. 

The bishop Is a large, fierce-looking negro, 
with a desperate appearance. Another mem- 
ber of the gang was released from the sta- 
tion house only a few days ago. He had 
been arrested for larceny. 

Judge Calhoun will have his hands full 
when the case is tried today. 

At an early hour this morning the negroes 
were all caged, three and four being allotted 
to a cell, and the station house was con- 
verted into a regular camp meeting.

A WOMAN’S DEVOTION. 


She Flends for the Man Who Had 
Abused Her. 

A pathetic story was unraveled in the po- 
lice court yesterday afternoon, and one 
which impressed every one present with 
the unsefish nature of a woman's devo- 
tion. 

It beautified the gloomy surrounding of 
the courtroom, and for a few seconds, the 
proceedings of the court were checked, 
as if to contemplate the scene with a feeling 
of respect and reverence. Usually the darker 
side of life only is depicted in these trials, 
but now and then a ray of light falls across 
the prisoner's box and gives to the scene a 
beautiful illustration. 

The man on trial was Frederick Ludd. 
He was charged with disorderly conduct 
and the evidence made out a case of wife- 
beating. 

There was no defense to the charge. 
The man with a look of utter humiliation 
on his face. stood quietly before the bar 
and plead for the merey of the court. 

“I am guilty,” said he, in a measured 
voice, ‘“‘and 1 am sorry for it. An evil spirit 
must have put it into me for I would never 
have mistreated her in my right mind.’’ 

At this stage of the explanation the plea 
of the wife was heard. Her voice was earn- 
est and pathetic and a strong feeling moved 
her as she addressed the court: 

“Oh, sir, be light with him this time. He 
is my husband and I love him. He would 
never have done it, I am sure, if he had 
been in his right mind or knew what he 
was doing. Do be light with him for my 
sake.”’ 

The tears fell as she thus entreated for 
the man who had abused her. The penitent 
husband was also touched and the tears 
gushed from his eyes as he wept bitterly. 

“T will never strike her again; God knows 
I never will.’’ 

The court was moved, and the feelings of 
the man softened the'rigor of the judge, as 
he remarked: 

“I will not be hard on you this time 
for the sake of your good wife. She has 
taught you a beautiful lesson and, though 
you have mistreated and abused her, she 
still clings to you in her sorrow. You ought 
to be ashamed of your conduct, for no true 
man will ever strike a woman.”’ 

The man was fined $5.75 and costs, which 
he paid.

NEW YORK, May 1lo.—(Special.)—When 
August broke below 7 cents yesterday just 
betore the close the sudden decline took 
everyboay by surprise. At the opening this 
morning Many stop loss orders that had 
come in over night had to be executed and 
prices on the cail were 4 points lower than 
yesterday's final quotations. The first 
Sales of August were at 6.94 and a moment 
later August was ireely offered at 6.93, but 
that was the lowest of the day. Atter the 
sel:ng orders had all been executed the 
market gradually improved, August react- 
ing to 6.99, but the feeling was very Trever- 
ish.

Hubbard, Price & Co.'s Cotton Letter.

THE BOYHOOD 


OF LANDSEER. 


By HELEN LEAH REED. 


Few boys have ever shown as great 
talent for art at as early an age as Edwin 
Landseer. 

Genius ran in his family. His father, 
John Landseer, was one of the greatest en- 
gravers of his time; an uncle and two older 
brothers of Edwin were exhibitors at the 
Royal Academy, and three of his sisters 
were skillful artists. 

Edwin, born in 1802, was tne youngest son 
and fifth child in this family of seven. 
when he was a very little boy his father 
encouraged him to draw, and taught him 
himself. From the very beginning his fath- 
er set him to drawing from nature. As 
soon as Edwin could hold a pencil with 
steadiness, he was sent into the fields with 
some older persons to sketch horses, goats 
and donkeys. 

His father’s house in London was on a 
great walk from Hampstead heath. Once, 
long after Edwin had become known as a 
great artist, his father, pointing to two 
fields in the neighborhood of the heath, said: 
*‘These two fields were Edwin’s first studio. 
Many a time have I lifted him over this 
stile ° * * This was a favorite walk 
with my boys, and one day, when I accom- 
panied them, Edwin stopped by this stile to 
admire some sheep and cows that were 
quietly grazing. At his request I lifted him 
over, and, finding a scrap of paper and 
pencil in my pocket, I made him sketch a 
cow. He was very young indeed then—not 
more than six or seven years old.” 

In later years this affectionate father 
was proud to show a large ‘collection of 
early sketches by his son, some of which 
were made at as early an age as five 
years. 

His earliest works show that from the 
first he thoroughly understood the nature of 
animals. They were not simply good things 
for a little poy_to have done, but works 
that a man might have been proud of. One 
of these early paintings, ‘‘A Scotch Terrier 
with a Rat in His Mouth,” though only five 
inches long and four inches broad, was sold 
forty years ago for $340, and a good critic 
has sdid that if offered for sale now it 
would bring more than $1,000. 

A mature artist is pleased to be called a 
good etcher, but Eftwin Landseer at eight 
years of age made etchings of a fine quality. 
One of them, ““‘The Head of an Ass,”" shows 
the beast biting sideways at some large 
leaves, with one eye regarding the specta- 

. tor and the other looking down, as is the 
habit of these animals, At ten years of age 
the young artist began to étch groups of 
animals, chiefly cows and sheep. 

Une of the best of his early dog pictures 
has an interesting history. Once when he 
was hardly thirteen years old he saw a large 
st. Bernard dog in the street in charge of a 
man servant. This kind of dog was then 
very rare in England, and Edwin, following 
it home, begged and received the owner’s 
permission to sketch it. The result was a 
drawing perfectly representing the noble an- 
imal. live years later this early sketch was 
che basis for a painting that became pop- 
ular, “‘Alpine Mastiffs Reanimating a Dis- 
tressed Traveler.” 

Edwin Landseer owed much of his early 
sucess to his father, who in the first place 
taught him to study nature, and then, crit- 
icising everything that he drew, made him 
correct his mistakes. It was, therefore, 
only by hard work that the boy achleved 
his success, by constantly studying and 
constantly practicing. 

Naturally a boy with his artistic talent 
was not fond of the ordinary school studies,

and it is not surprising to hear that he “was 
always running away from his teachers and 
always drawing.” 

In 1815, when only thirteen years old, 
he wasean honorary exhibitor at the Royal 
Academy, showing two paintings, a 
mule and a pointer and puppies. 

About this time Edwin Landseer and his 
two elder brothers began to study regularly 
with the well known artist, Haydon. The 
latter gave’the boy his own dissections of a 
lion to study and advised him to dissect an- 
imals if he wished to understand them thor- 
oughly. . 

A year or two later, when he had entered 
the Royal school, somebody de- 


the magazines of the day published ac- 
counts of his work, and reproduced some of 
his pictures. Yet, with all his success he 
was a charming and unspoiled lad, whose 
pieasant manners made him a general favor- 
ite. 

His boyhood was, perhaps, over when in 
1882 he received a premium of $750 from the 
directors of the British institution for a 
painting, ‘“‘The Larder Invaded.”’ Of his 
other early paintings, the best known is the 
“Cat’s-paw,”’ which shows a shrewd mon- 
key dragging a poor cat toward the fire 
that her paw may be used for the mon- 
key’s benefit in pulling out the roasting 
chestnuts. This picture, which first. sold 
for $600, is now estimated to be worth $15,00. 

No one could become a member of the 
Royal Academy before the age of twenty- 
four, but just as soon as he had reached

that age Edwin Landseer was made an as- 
socilate member, and at thirty, when his 
years permitted, a full member. 

ndseer was personally liked by the 
queen and Prinee Albert and he was 
often a guest at Windsor castle. He was 
knighted by the queen in 1850 ,and both be- 
fore and after that time was frequently 
invited to visit many of the greatest men 
in England. He was also a favorite with 
the leading literary and professional men of 
his time, including Dickens, Thackeray, 
Browning, Macready, Lytton, Leslie and 
Wilkie Collins. 

Landseer painted many portraits of men 
as well as dogs, and often combined men 
and degs in one picture, ag in the famous 
one of Sir Walter Scott at Abbotsford, 
where the great novelist is shown sur- 
rounded by his pets. 

Every one knows Sir Edwin Landseer’s 
portrait of himself with a dog leaning over 
each shoulder and gazing intently at a 
sketch at which he is working. He humer- 
ously entitled this picture *“ The Connois- 
seurs.”’ 

Landseer must have been a fun loving 
boy or he could have never painted so many 
amusing pictures like ‘“‘The Traveled Mon- 
key,”’ “Dignity and Impudence”’ and others 
in which brute creatures are shown in ab- 
surd positions. 

Unlike many precocious and fun loving 
boys, Landseer was not spoiled by flattery. 
He constantly made friends and he kept 
them all. When he died nothing but praise 
was spoken of him. His funeral was held 
at St, Paul’s cathedral and he was buried 
there with great honors. 

No painter of dogs has ever been as suc- 
cessful in making them interesting as Land- 
seer. No painter of animals, indeed, ex- 
cept Rosa Bonheur, has ever been as pop- 
ular. The sure test of Landseer’s greatness 
is the fact that as the years go on his 
paintings and their productions increase in 
general popularity, 

His home, with an indulgent father and 
many brothers and sisters, was always a 
happy one. He was most dutiful to his 
father, whom for a long time he let man- 
age all his business affairs, and he con-

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dogs following him. Not only could he paint 
them so that their pictures thoroughly rep- 
resented them in form and color, but he 
could catch their expression in a wonderful 
fashion. 

Many of his dog portraits seem almost 
like the portraits of human beings. Indeed, 
some people thought that he attributed 
to his dogs higher qualities than were 
really theirs. Dog owners, however, were 
more than pleased with his pictures and he 
had so many orders to paint the portraits 
of beautiful dogs that sumetimes after 
the appointment had been made the dog 
had to wait two or three years for a sit- 
ting. 

Not only could he paint very accurately, 
but he could paint very quickly as well. 
Once he painted a deer life size as far 
as the knees in three hours and the mag- 
nificent head of the dog Odin was painted 
within twelve hours. 

Queen Victoria greatly admired Landseer’s 
work and she and Prince Albert soon af- 
ter their marriage made a number of 
etchings from paintings by Landseer and |

MISFORTUNES OF CADMUS., 


The misfortunes of Cadmus come under 
the head of myths of Mars, the god of war. 

Mars, the son of Jupiter and Juno, was also 
known as Ares, which means the slayer, 
curse or avenger, but the Roman god of 
war, Mars, is a bright and burning one. 
When in battle Mars is equipped with a 
bright helmet, topped with floating plume;

Mars rushes into battle 
without hesitation, never questioning which 
Side is in the right. Mars was hated by the 
other gods and received little mercy at their 
hands. 

Europa, daughter of the king of Phoeni- 
cla, was once stolen away by Jupiter, who 
took the shape of a bull to carry out his 
plans. Agenor, her father, was much 
alarmed at her disappearance, and sent his 
son Cadmus to search for her, bidding him 
beware how he returned without her. Cad- 
mus looked far and near for his sister with- 
out success, and not daring to return to 
his father, he consulted the oracle of Apollo 
to know what country he should settle in. 
The oracle informed him that he would see 
a cow grazing in a field, and if he would 
follow her she would lead him to where he 
should build a city —— shonld be named 
Thebes. 

Hardly had pale eam turned before he saw 
the cow slowly walking before him, He 
followed her closely, offering his prayers to 
Mars in the meanwhile. The cow passed 
on over the channel called Cephissus, and 
at last stood on the plain of Panope. Cad- 
mus gave thanks, and, stooping down, 
kissed the earth at his feet. Then, wishing 
to offer a sacrifice to the goddess who had 
protected him, Minerva, he sent his rervants 
for pure water to pour in her honor, as was 
the custom. 

In a cave which stood in the midst of 
the forest of ancient trees, none of which 
had ever been touched with the ax, bub- 
bled a stream of the purest water. But 
guarding this stream was a venomous, fiery- 
eyed serpent. His scales glittercd like 
burnished gold, and his triple tongue waved 
in the air, now and then showing a triple 
row of teeth.

A Summer Cruise. 


When vacation time comes around the 
military cadets at West Point go into camp; 
but each year when the examinations are 
over at the United States Naval academy, 
at Annapolis, the middies go off in a prac- 
tice ship on a summer cruise. To the fu- 
ture admirals, who are now naval cadets, 
this cruise is an event in the academic year 
tunequaled by any other. 

In past years these cruises were made in 
old-fashioned ships, such as the Constella- 
tion, the Dale and the America; but this 
year the new steel practice cruiser, George 
Bancroft, will be usea for the purpose. 

In the old days the Consteliation was 
looked upon as an excellent vessel for the 
teaching of practical seamanship, She was 
built close after the war of the revolution. 

The brave Truxton was her commander 
in the French war, and it was in her that 
he fought and vanquished the French fri- 
gates L’insurgente and Vengeance. 

She was rebulit more or less from time to 
time since then, but she still contained a 
good deal of her original timber. She was 
tall-sparred and was a beautiful ship, with 
a wide spread of canvas. She was one of 
the swiftest sailers afloat, and could be 
worked with the greatest ease. 

After the annual gracuation ball, the ca- 
dets who are to take part in the cruise be- 
gin the work of packing up. In mgy ways, 
the cruise is a welcome and very refresh- 
ing change from months of hard study 
at the academy. 

The work is principally physical, although 
lectures are also given, while it is a re- 
quirement that notes shall be taken and 
kept. 

There are today on a ship of the new 
‘navy more comforts than could be found on 


any of the old wooden’ vessels. There is 
now no reefing of sails or ‘“box-hauling 
ship;”’ the triple screws and quadruple ex- 


pansion engines have done away with that, 
while the Dahlgren shell gun has given 
place to breech-loading rifles. 

After the cadets have embarked, and 
everything on board is ship-shape, the prac- 
tice cruiser starts out. Going down Chesa- 
peake bay, the days are chiefly spent in 
drill, and the vessel comes to an anchor 
every night. But when the capes have been 
left behind, and the open sea is reached, 
there is a new order of things. The cadets, 
just like blue-jackets, are divided into star- 
board and port watches, and one of these 
must be on deck all the time, four hours 
constituting a watch. 

All the day there is constant exercise and 
drill below and aioft. Boat drill, sail drill, 
handling spars, exercise with big guns and 
little guns, practical navigation and “‘work- 
ing ship.’””’ Every phase of a sailor's life 
is illustrated, and no matter how rough the 
sea may be, or how hard the wind may 
blow, the cadet must go aloft and work 
side by side with the jack-tars. 

When the cruiser has been out three or 
four weeks it is customary to put into 
some nothern port to refit and victual. The 
cadets have some pleasant days on shore 
during their stay, and the change is greatly 
enjoyed by them. 

After this little rest, they put to tea 
once more, and for several weeks buffet the 
ocean,.waves or broil under the hot sun 
that blazes down on the Chesapeake. 

Near the end of August, Annapolis is 
reached; the crowd of bronzed and sturdy 
youths rushes ashore, and the next train 
bears laughing, rollicking middies to their 
homes all over this broad land for thirty 
days’ vacation. When that time has ex- 
pired they return to Annapolis, and resume 
their academic life.

That Seaboard Excursion. 

Editor Constitution—In this morning’s is- 
sue of your paper there appears a statement 
to the effect that the excursion from At- 
lanta to Washington, D. C., which has 
been extensively advertised to leave on the 
28th instant, will not be run, and that “the 
contract was male by an unauthorised par- 
ty, Mr. George W. Taylor, soliciting passen- 
ger agent with headquarters in this city. 

I wish to make the following statement 
with reference to the article above referred 


to: 

1. Mr. George W. Taylor came to Griffin, 
the place where I reside, to arrange for an 
excursion over the Seaboard Air-Line, and 
discussed a rate on ten passenger coaches 
and one baggage car to Portsmouth and 
return, and boat passage for 600 passengers 
from Portsmouth to Washington and re- 
turn. Mr. Taylor represented himself as 
soliciting passenger agent of the Seaboard 
Air-Line road and his name appears on all 
advertising matter sent out from their 
general offices. Mr. Taylor, bemore closing 
any contract with me, wired the general 
passenger agent at Portsmouth for instruc- 
tions. and received an answer nxing the 
combination rate on the transportation de- 
sired from Atlanta to Washington, D. C., 
and return. I was immediately informed 
that Mr. Taylor had received such instruc- 
tions from his superior officers and imme- 
diately closed the trade with Mr. Taylor, 
the accredited agent of said railroad, and 
paid to him one-fourth of the entire con- 
tract price of said transportation, the same 
being required of me by said agent as earn- 
est money for the faithful performance of 
my contract. Mr. Taylor, as agent, gave 
me a receipt for the sum paid and as such 
agent entered into written contracts with 
me to furnish the transportation desired, 
which contracts were made on printed 
forms furnished by his road. 

After this contract was entered into I 
commenced to advertise the excursion. This 
brought about a howl from a gigantic com- 
petitor. Then it was for the first time that 
the Seaboard, through its authorized or 
unauthorized agents, tried to back out of 
the contract and pleaded that its adver- 
tised agent was an infant, and therefore, 
incapacitated to contract. 

Mr. Winder admits that the New York 
exchange given for cash payment and pay- 
able to the order of the auditor of. his 
road, is now in his possession. Still he 
ought only to return me the check with 
actual expenses and that I should lose the 
fruits of my contract because somebody ob- 
jects. 

The article in your paper says that it is 
impossible to run the excursion at the 
s any rates ane that the Seaboard Alir- 
Line is- a member of certain associated 
roads. This fact must have been known 
before the contract was entefed into. If 
the Seaboard Air-Line had such a contract 
with ot@er roads the same is, or ought to 
be, void on the ground of public policy, be- 
sides.

Passed by Congress. 


THEY WANT COMPULSORY ARBITRATION 


Other Railroad News Gathered from Loca] 
Shops~- Lumber Rates Take a 
Tumble. 


There will be a notable meeting of rail- 
way labor unions in New York on the 27th, 
28th and 29th of this month, which just 
at present claims the interest and concern 
of the local divisions of the various orders. 

The state of Georgia will be well repre- 
sented in the big meeting by the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers, the Order 
of Railway Conductors, the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen and all the other labor 
unions, 

(Chief Conductor John Humphries, of the 
Atlanta division of the Order of Railway 
Conductors, has taken much interest in the 
work of sending a full and fair representa- 
tion to New York to meet with the delega- 
tions from the order and other railway 
labor unions in other cities and sections. of 
the United States. 

The purpose of the grand convention is 
to adopt some plan looking to more favor- 
able laws for the railway employes of the 
United States. 

The men claim that they ought to have 
more protection in the quarrels that arise 
between them and their employers. Not 
that they want any extreme measures pass- 
ed. They say they are not working to se- 
cure any class legislation for their own 
benefit. 

They simply want to send delegations be- 
fore congress and before the legislatures 
of the states of the union to ask that a 
law be passed requiring a settlement of all 
labor quarrels and strikes by boards of 
arbitration. 

“If we can have a board of arbitration 
appointed every time there is a disturb- 
ance,’’ said one of the prominent railway 
labor union men of this city yesterday, 
“there will be but little trouble and no 
Strikes. It is sometimes so hard for us 
to secure a board. of arbitration in the set- 
tlement of disputes that we feel called upon 
to make an effort to have laws passed by 
congress and the states, making the ap- 
pointment of these boards compulsory. We, 
as fair-minded men, are willing to submit 
all our disputes and troubles to unbiased 
men for adjustment. If we could just get 
a board of arbitration in every case there 
would never be any use of strikes, and 
there would be none. Our men would al- 
ways abide the decision of the boards of 
arbitration, even if they decided against us. 

“This is a very important matter. It is 
a matter in which the public is deeply con- 
cerned, for when a set of railway employes 
go out on a strike and railroads are tied up, 
it is the public that suffers. The railroad 
manipulators don’t suffer and the strikers 
don’t suffer nearly so much as the men 
whose goods are to be shipped here and 
there across the country. Commerce is 
blocked up and the world stands still. 
Then the question is one that congress 
might well consider. All we want is to 
know that boards of arbitration, composed 
of fair-minded men, will handle our trou- 
bles. We don’t want to continue as we 
have been going on in this country. It is 
to nobody’s good that strikes are precipi- 
tated, and yet railway employes are often 
ferced to it. Let us have boards of arbi- 
tration. Let us have peace.” 

All of the labor unions in Georgia will 
be well represented at the New York meet- 
ing, it is said, and reports from other 
States show that the same interest is felt 
all over the country. The railway em- 
ployes of the country are very much in 
earnest in this business and they say if 
they cannot get congress to pass a law 
this session making the appointment of 
boards of arbitration for the adjustment of 
all labor quarrels compulsory thev will go 
before the state legislatures in every state 
of the union next year and make the fight 
a local one. 

Chief Conductor Humphries, of this city, 
says if congress does not act on the mat- 
ter before adjourning this session the issue 
will be drawn down to a settlement in 
Georgia, and a vigorous effort made to have 
the general assembly pass such a measure. 
Reorganization of the S., A. M. 

A plan of reorganization is announced for 
the Savannah, Americus and Montgomery 
Railroad Company. It provides for the ex- 
tension of the system by building or pur- 
chasing a line from Lyons Junction to Sa- 
vannah, seventy-four miles, which will give 
the company the shortest route between 
Montgomery and that port. 

There will be but one mortgage on the 
entire property, 374 miles, at the rate of 
$15,000 per mile; also, preferred stock at the 
rate of $10,000 per mile of main line com- 
pleted, and common stock at the rate of 
$15,000 per mile of completed road. Each 
$1,000 old bond will receive $800 in new first 
mortgage 5 per cent bonds, $800 of new 6 
per cent preferred stock and $500 of new 
common stock. 

Cheap Lumber Rates. 

There is much interest just at present in 
the movements and fluctuations of the lum- 
ber rate to the west. 

It is said that the rate has gone down 
several cents per hundred between south- 
ern points and the western market. The 
East Tennessee, it is said, is handling a 
great deal of lumber out of the Tennessee 
and Alabama regions as well as from the 
pine forests of southern Georgia. 

The movement in lumber shipments seems 
to mean that the lumber traffic which has 
been very much off within the past few 
months is reviving. ‘This heralds brighter 
times for certain regions of the south.

The road 
claims never to have authorized the cheap 
rates, and there is something of a comedy 
of errors about the whole business, which 
would have been a tragedy if the rules of 
the associated roads had been thus violated 
by the Seaboard.
